CLEVELAND'S WONDERFUL MEMORY. 


A Claim That Michigan Will Go Democratic 
Next November—Senator Colquitt in 
. Cincinnati—Other Gossip. 
? 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—[Special.]—President 
Cleveland’s reliable memory for persons and 
évents was clearly illustrated by a little epi- 
sode this morning, which occurred during a 
reception tewdcred by him to some of the 
young <lemocracy of Georgia. Among the 
callers was Colonel Jobn Candler, of Atlanta. 
Last fall, while the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
Jand were in Atlanta, Colonel Candler had 
charge of the military escort. On their drive 


‘through the city he rode next to Mrs. Cleve- 


Jand’s side of the carriage; and was chatting 
with her when he passed his home. In the 
window was his boy, a child of three summers, 
waving a flag and crying, “Hurrah for Mrs 


Cleveland.” i 
Mrs. Cleveland was deeply impressed with 


the child’s action, and, turning to Mr. Cand- 


ler, asked whose child it was. John was 
highly gratified at this question, and, 
straightening himself im his eaddle, replicc 
with much dignity: 

“That is my boy.’ 

“Your boy!” exclaimed Mrs. Cloveland 
faughingly, and at the same time surveying 
him critically. ‘‘Why, you are too young to 
ve afather. I can scarcely believe it.’’ 

“Yes,” replied the youthful John proudly, 
‘thatis my son. He is not yet three years 
of age,and I was only married a short time 
before the nuptiais of you and the president.”’ 

The conversation was quickly turned into 
other channels, but President Cleveland has 
never forgotten it, for, when Mr. Candler vis- 
ited the white house thi8 morning the presi- 
dent recognized him immediately, grasped his 
hand warmly, and said laughingly: 

“You impudent rascal! Have you another 
gon yet?” 

MICHIGAN WILL GO FoR CLEVELAND. 

Representative Kisher, of Michigan, who 
has a better knowledge of the politics of his 
state than any man in the -house, and who 
could have the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor if he wanted it, returned to Washington 
today from ashort visit home. In speaking of 
tlie political situation, he said: ‘‘I don’t re- 
gard Michigan any longer as a doubtful state, 
I think we shall carry it this fall and I eay 
that with a ful! knowledge of ail the circum- 
stances. In 1884, the popular vote stood as 
follows in round numbers: Blaine 192.000; 
Cleveland 149,000; Butler 42,000; St. Jolin 
18,000. | 

‘‘Four years ago the issue was not so sharply 
defined on tariff reform; but this year it will 
be the only issue, and the republican platform 
is not satisfactory toa majority of the voters 
in the state, and in addition to Harrison’s 
nomination aroused no enthusiasm, as his 
position on the Chinese and other questions 
of importance has not been satisfactory. But 
there are other reasons besides the weakness 
of the nominee andthe platform that make 
me believe that the state will go dgmocratic. 
Four years ago the prohibition vote was 
eighteen thousand. This year I believe I 
have full warrant in saying that it will reach 
fifty thousand, and notten per cent. of that 
vote will be drawn from the democratic party. 
The strides Ethe prehikitienists have been 
making im the last four vears has been 
gonderful. Last week they held their state 
convention, which was attended by five hun- 
dred delegates. Never before have there been 
more than seventy-five to one hundred dele- 
gates at one of their conventions. This time 
there was a regular contest for the nomination 
for governor, while heretofore you had, if I 
may use the expression, ‘‘to hire a man to take 
the place.’”?’ The prohibition platform is very 
much like ours. It denounces the republican 

arty and severely condemns the whisky plank 
in the republican platform. At Grand Rapids last 
week a conference was held between the lead- 
ers of the union labor party, the greenbackers 
and the democrats, and it was decided to runa 
fusion state ticke$ this fall and fuse on the 
electoral ticket. The greenbackers are not so 
strong as they were four years ago, as many of 
them have been absorbed into the democratic

* party, but they have still a very respectable 


vote and the democrats can poll the full anti- 
repullican vote. It seems to me that the state 
must go democratic, especially when you re- 
member that of the additional 30,000 or so pro- 
hibition votes, at least 25,000 will be of men 
who four years ago voted for Blaine.”

means of saddling a $115,000,000 on the state.”’ 
It is thought this will dispose of Levi's 
chances in North Carolina.

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, chairman of the 


‘committee on postilices and post roads, sub- 


mitted the postofiice appropriation bill, with 
senate amendments thereto,recommendingcon- 
ourrence in some and non-concurrence in others 
of these amendments. Among the amend- 


"mentsin which non-concurrence was recom- 


mended is that appropriating $800,000 to en- 
able the postmaster general to provide a more 
eflicient mail service between the United States 
and South and Central America and the West 
Indies, as is also that fixing the rate of postage 
on seeds and bulbs. at two cents per pound. 


~The recominendations were agreed to, and a 


committee of conference ordered. 

On motion of Mr. Mills, of Texas, it was 
ordered that when the house adjourn today it 
be to meet Thursday next. It was also agreed 
that the tariff bill would not be called up for 
consideration Thursday. The house then went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Springer in 
the chair) on the tariff bili. 

On motion 6f Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, 
the clause fixing the rate of duty on cast

out, tlus leaving in force the existing law. 
Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, moved to increace 


from $6 to $6.72 per ton the duty on pig iron. 


lie explained that the present rate of duty 
was $6.72 per ton and that the proposed re- 
duction would have a very injurious efiect 
upon the pig iron industry. 

The motion was lost —G8 to 77. 

Mr. McKinley moved to restore the present 
rate of duty on iron railway bars weighing 
more than twenty-five pounds to the yard. 
Lost. 

Mr. McMillin. of Tennessee, moved to 
strike out the clause imposing a duty of $11 
per ton on slabs and billets of steel, and to re- 
store the present rate of 45 per cent ad valorem. 

Mr. jBayne, of Pennsyivania, opposed the 
motiou. he present duty was equivalent to 
$8 per ton, which, he thought, was not sufti- 
ciently high when compared with other articles 
in the iron and steel schedule. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Moffett, of New York, moved to increase 
from $20 to $22 per ton the duty on charcoal 
bloom iron. ° 

In support of his motion he spoke of the ex- 
isting depression in the iron industries of the 
Lake Champlain district, and the danger of 
au utier destruction of those indystries should 
the proposed redaction Of duty be agreed to. 

The motion was lost. : 

McKinley moved to restore the existing 
rates on bar iron, and his motion was avdo- 
cated by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan. 

Another political debate followed, inter- 
spersed with some personal rasping between 
Messrs. Scott and Reed. <After the debate had 
run cn forsometime, Mr. Bland appealed in 
behalf of nine-tenths.cf the members of the 
house, who wanted to proceed with their busi- 
ness and get through with this bill before the 
dog days; who were tired of hearing these po- 
litical discussions, “begun three months ago, 
and repeated day in and day out, untiPthere 
was nothing new under the sun to say about it. 
It would be the middle of next week before 
the Will would come up again. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennslyvania, attempted to 
interrupt Mr. Bland, who declined with the 
remark, ‘Pittsburg is notorious for coal gas 
and natural gas,’’ 

But Mr. Bland’s appeal proved ineffectual, 
and for an hour the old threadbare discussion 
ran on as to the respective position of the two 
parties on the tariff question, and as to the 
question whether or pot a protective tariff was 
a benefit to the farming community, but noth- 
ing new was said and no new facts elicited. 

Finally Mr. McKinley’s motion. was voted 
down— i to 70. 

On motion of Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkan- 
sas, a duty of four-tenths of acent per pound 
was imposed on iron ore, steel, flat with longi- 
tudinal ribs, for the manufacture of fencing. 

In speaking to a verbal amendment, Mr. 
Dockery, of Missouri, said that when congress 
assembled in December, it was confronted by 
a surplus inthe treasury of $79,466,000. To- 
day, notwithstanding the purchase of bonds 
by the secretary of the treasury, that surplus 
amounted to the appalling sum of $129,272,000, 
Since the 23d of April, the secretary had pur- 
chased $26,000,000, for which he had been 
compelled to pay a premiuin of $5,600,000, but 
notwithstanding this the reduction of the sur- 
plus since that date amounted to only $6,000,- 
000. This was the condition which confronted 
conzress, and yet with this condition coufront 
ing it the house had occupied twenty-eight days- 
or one hundred and eleven hours and fifty-four 
minutes in general debate upon the tariif bill. 
There had been consumed, up to this morning, 
in debate upon paragraphs sixteen days, or 
seventy-three hours, and at the same rate of 
progress it would require to complete the bill 
eighty-nine days. He did not chargé the gen- 
tlemen on the other side with indulging in 
dilatory tactics, but not one mancnthat side 
had exhibited any consuming desire to reach 
the conclusion of the debate. The money of 
the people was piling up in the treasury at the 
rate Of $1,215,000 daily, and yet the housestood 
day after day, discussing and rediscussing 
every item in the bill. Fair play to the busi- 
ness interests of the country required that the 
bill should be speedily passed and sentto the 
senate, 

Having completed the consideration of four 
pages of the bill, the committee rose. <A con- 
ference was ordered on the river aud harbor 
appropriation bill, and the house, at 5 o’clock, 


F adjourned till Thursday. 


A HEAVY FAILURE. 


Seligman Bros. & Co., of New York, Make an 
Assignment. 

New York, July 3.—Sigmund J. Seligman, 
Philip Seligman and Abraham H. Herts, com- 
posing the firm of Seligman Bros. & Co., 
dealers in cloaks at No. 375 Broadway, made 
an assignment teday for the benefit of cred- 
itors to Simon Herman, giving $6,875 prefer- 
ences. ‘The failure of Seligman Bros. & Co. 
was caused by that of Seligman, May & Co. 
yesterday. ‘The former had indorsed for the 
latter $80,000 of accommodation paper. It is 
announced that the other liabilities of the firm 
were about $160,000, making a total of $240,- 
000. The suddenness of the failure is ‘shown 
by the fact that checks to the amount of $40,- 
000 to $50,000 were ready to send out when the 
failures were announced. The assets cannot 
be approximately given as yet. An inventory 
and balancing of accounts are in progress. 
The principal creditors are the banks. Most 
of the discounts were made by the Western 
Shoe and Leatherand the Citizens’ National 
banks. The Seligmans of the firm are broth- 
ers of the Seligman of Seligman, May & Co. 

Seligman Bros. & Co. engaged in the busi- 
ness of manufacturers of cloaks in May, 1855. 
They were successors of Seligman & Co. They 
claimed to have a capital of $182,000 and to be 
worth about $250,000. The firm was composed 
of Sigmond J. aud Philip Seligman and Abra- 
ham H, Herts. 

OmAnA, Neb., July 3.—The New York and 
Omaha clothing company closed its doors this 
afterncon. ‘The Seligman-May failure in New 
York was the cause. Liabilities, $42,000.

Arrival of the Swatara, With General Sheri- 
dan on Board, Off Delaware Breakwater. 
LEWES, Delaware, July 3.—The United 

States steamer Swatara, with General Sheri- 

dan on board, arrived off Delaware Break- 

water at 10 o’clock this morning. The follow- 
ing bulletin respecting the general’s condition 
was furnished the associated press > 

General Sheridan stood the run from Hampton 

toads very well, though he is somewhat fatigued 

by the ship’s motion, there having becn a consider- 
able ground swell, It is proposed to remain here 
for a few hours, and ifconditions are favorable to 
sail for New York thisevening. Thegeneral’s pu!se 
has continued good, but his respiration and appetite 
are somewhat less favorable. 

The following bulletin was furnished the as- 
sociated press this evening by General Sheri- 
dan’s physicians: 

At 11 o'clock this morning Genera’ Sheridan had 
an aitack of pulmonary Congestion, It was more 
easily controlled than on any previous occasion. At 
this hour (8 p. m.) he is restiug rather quietly, with 
but little cough. His respiration is about 20 and ir- 
regular. His pulse is 96 and his temperature 99, He 
bas Had several refresbing naps, the position of the 
Swatara being quite sheitered from avy motion of 
the sea, and absolute quiet. has becn maintained on 
board. 

Aspuny Park, N. J., July 3—Dr. William 
Peppor, one of General Sheridan's physicians, 
is Visiting at Hon. H. B. Denman’s cottage, on 
Sixth avenue. Dr. O'Reilly, another of the 
general’s physicians, telegraphed Dr. Pepper 
tonight to come to Delaware ‘breakwater at 
once. Dr. Pepper will. start at 3 o’clock to- 
morrow morning on a special train. 


Does Not Like the Amendment,

Dickinson has written a letter to Chairman Blount, 
of the house postoflice committee, in which he vig- 
orously attacks whatis commonly known as the 
‘Subsidy amendment” put on the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill by the senate. This amendment 

ppropriates $806,000 to provide a more efficien 
mail service between the United States and South 
America and authorizes the postmaster-general to 
contract with American-built vessels to carry mails 
at a compensation not exceeding for each outward 
voyage one dollar per nautical mile, 


BETTER THAN BATTLE. 


The Biue and the Gray Again at 
Gettysburg. 


THIS TIME WITH THE OLIVE BRANCH, 


Governor Gordon Leaves for Georgia—He 
Thinks Reunions Do Great Good—Ad- 
dress by George William Curtis. 


GettrysbpurG, Pa., July 3.—Thero is a 
strange similarity between this day and thatof 
just twenty-five years ago. Then the armies of 
Meade and Lee confronted each other in sullen 
silence. The first day had ended in the defeatof 
Reynolds’s men and the confiict of the second 
had been indecisive. True Longstreet’s assault 
on Little Round Top was unsuccessful and the 
federals still held their original position, but 
they were weak and broken, and the morning 
of the third day saw them in no way improved. 
All through that sultry day which was to de- 
eide forever the great questions  sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of war, 
silence -reigned over the armies. At 
4o0’clock, however, the signal gun of Leo 
opened the greatest artillery duel the world 
has ever seen, and until the columns of Pick- 
ett’s Virginians were hurled back from the 
bloody angle, 

THE ROAR OF CANNON 
and rattle of musketry was never equaled in 
the history of the world. So today the morn- 
ing was quiet. Federals and confederates 
were once more on the field, and again was one 
on Seminary ridge and the other on Cemetery 
hill. Nothing unusual occurred to break the 
preat monotony until 4 o’clock, when the 
unionists and confederates met once more at 
almost the same hour at which they had joined 
in deadly combat twenty-five years ago. 
GENERAL GORDON’S VIEWS. 

General John L.-Gordon, of Georgia, whose 
eloquent speech set the crowd fairly crazy 
yesterday afternoon and had made him the 
most popular man in townjafterward,was com- 
pelled by his official position, as chief executive, 
to leave for Atlanta this afternoon. To an as- 
sociated press representative, in answer to the 
question what was his opinion of the reunion, 
he said: 

“This meeting was a great success, and if 
these reunions between the soldiers could occur 
yearly it would serve tocement the friendJy 
feeling of the blue and gray more closely, and 
to bind the north and south so firm that there 
would be no north and no south, but one coun- 
try linked together by chains of indissoluble 
friendship.” 

Promptly at 3 o’clock a procession composed 
of the same military commands as yesterday 
entered the National cemetery, Colenel Gib- 


son, ranking oflicer present, leading. As the 


band filed past the rostrum it struck -up popu- 
lar airs from Erminie. 

‘‘DOWDY JAIL BIRDS OF A FEATHER,”’ 
ringing out through the shady lawn, while a 
smile rippled over the facesof the crowd at 
the inappropriateness of the selection. After 
the Ninth New York militia had;jtramped past 
and the cavalry had thrown the dust over 
prominent people on the rostrum, the stately 
monument hid them from sight, as they 
marched back to their camp on the first day’s 
field. General Robinson, of New York, arose, 
and, leaning heavily on his crutches, requested 
Rey. Mr. Twitchell, of Hartford, Conn., to 
open the second day’s reunion exercises with 
prayer. The prayer was listened to with un- 


. covered heads, and when,in concluding, he be- 


gan the Lord’s Prayer.the crowd joinedin, and 
as it rolled across the vast lawn the sound was 
like the roar of distant cannon or the beating 
of the surf on a rocky coast. The poet of the 
occasion, George Parsons Lathrop, waa un- 
able to be present, but part of his poem was 
read by General Horatio C, King, secretary 
of the army of the Potomac, and was received 
by the audience with much applause. ; 

When the orator, George William Curtis, 
was presented, three cheers were called for 
by General Sharpe, and he. was greeted with 
hearty applause at the conclusion of his ora- 
tion. 

The number in attendance was not near as 
large as yesterday, nor was the enthusiasm so 
great. 


THE STILLED IRON MILLS. 


No Change in the Situation—No New Signa- 
: tures Obtained. 

TirtsBuRG, Pa., July 3.—The iron lockout 
presented no new features to-day. No more 
signatures wore obtained by the Amalgamated 
people.to their scale up to noon, and there 
were no indications of either side giving in, 
The manufacturers say that before they de- 
cided to resist the workmen’s scale they calcu- 
Jated that certain firms would sign the scale, 
and they look for at least two more mills to re- 
sume before the end of theweek. Thesigning 
of the scale by these few firms, they claim, 
however, will have no effect on the general 
situation, as there are seventy-one firms in the 
western association, who are determined to 
resist the scale. Morehead & McLean paid off 
their men to-day and closed down indefinitely. 

In speaking of the lockout today, Max More- 
head said ; 

‘‘There are some firms that cannot afford to 
remain idle. Wecan and unless the men give 
in we shall not start before November. In the 
present condition of the market it is doubtful 
whether we shall resume before September un- 
der any circumstances.”’ 

The workmen appear to be well satisfied with 
the result, and confidently assert that the lock- 
out will not last very long. The thirteen firms 
that have signed the scale operate sixteen 
mills, and employ about 1.200 men. 

A Youngstown, O., dispatch says there is no 
change in the situation there. All out-going 
trains are crowded with iron werkers and their 
families going to yisitfriends. The manufac- 
turers show no disposition to sign the scale. 

At 2 o’cleck this afternoon word was re- 
ceived at the amalgamated headquarters that 
the Scotdale Iron and Steel company, of Scot- 
dale, Pa., had signed the sca!e and would con- 
inue their plant in full operation.

THEY LOOKED ALIKE, 


And It Will Be Hard to Prove Which Is the 
Murderer. 

LALESGH, N. C., July 3.——[Special. ]—News 
reached here today of a tragedy at Caleb Car- 
penter’s store, Gaston county. Lee Aderholt, 
a young man aged seventeen, was shot and 
killed by Bill or Dan Thornburg, two notorious 
characters. The brothers are twins, very sim- 
ilar in appearance, and tried to force an en- 
trance into a magic lantern exhibition without 
paying They were ejected. The witnesses 
were not certain which drew arevolver. Four 
shots were fired, striking Aderholt just below 
the eye, from whichwound he died in fifteen 
minutes. Two shots struck the showman in 
the hip and arm, injuring him fatally. 
The Thornburgs escaped. Aderholt was the 
son of the treasurer of Gaston county. The 

emarkable resemblance between the Thorn- 
burg brothers may lead to singular legal com- 
plication. If they are captured it will be hard 
to prove which fired the fatal shots.

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O*DONNELL’S SUIT. 


Attorney-General Webster’s Attack on the. 


National League, 

Lonxpoyr, July 3.—On the resumption today, 
of the trial of the libel suit of Frank Hugh 
O'Donnell against the Times, Mr. Lucy, of the 
Daily News, was further cross-examined with 
a view toshowing that O’Donnell and Parnell 
were chiefs of the Irish party when Mr. Glad- 
stone denounced.the league. The attendance 
in the courtroom was smaller than yesterday. 
_ Colonel Saunderson, leader of the Irish tories 
in the house of commons, was amdng the spec- 
tators, Counsel called Joseph Cower, former- 
ly amember of parliament for Newcastle-on- 

yne for the purpose of obtaining certain 
evidenee, but the chief justice refused 
to ailow ~itS introduction. Burt Wem, 
member of parliament for Morpoh, 
gave testimony and then the 
case for the plaintiff was closed. Attorney- 
General Webster opened for the defense. He 
animadverted upon the non-appearance of Mr. 
Q’Donnell and prominent members of the 
leaguéin the witness box and declared that 
the Times’ articles on “Parnellism and Crime”’ 
referred to the whole league and not to O’ Don- 
nell personally. Mr. Webster began his speech 
by taunting Ruegg, of the plaintiff’s counsel, 
with failing te prove his client’s case, He in- 


tended'to prove the Times’ case. O’Donneli, ; 
he said, was formally editor and controller of : 


the United Lreland, of Dublin, and he did not 
dare to go into the witness box because of the 
fear of Weing questioned concerning incidents 
damaging to the league. 

Mr. Webster said that seven petsons were 
murdered between January, 1880, and March, 
1882, who had been guilty of no crime except 
of offending the league. When these murders 
weré mentioned: in parliament, Erish members 
neither made an explanation nor repudiated 
them. He would prove-that remittances were 
made to the league irom America by men of 
the worst possible character. He asked where 
the books of the league were, and expressed 
the belief that they had been removed to Paris. 
If the acts of the leagne had been lawful he 
said the books would have been produced. 

The attorney general then read extracts 
froin speeches made by members of the league 
which advocated boycotting and violence. 


Sometimes, said Mr. Webster, murder fol- 


lowed these speeches. Hesaid that American 
money supported the league. Mr. Parnell had 
specially crossed the Atlantic to collect funds.

HAVANA. July 3.—The state of siege, which 
was proclaimed some time ago, having accom- 
plished its purpose—the suppression of “brig- 
andage—it has been suspended. In its place 
there has been promulgated a special law to 
secure the repression of brigandage. 

A telegram from Baracoa states that at 4 
a.m. yesterday a severe shock of earthquake 
was experienced in that neighborhood.

on material, machinery and tools, 
and $125,000 on finished and unfinished stock.

The firm will 
rebuild at once.

Hion, Joel Eranham Speaks in 
Enthusiastic Meeting. 

Romeg, Ga., July sti in pe Bo- eam- 
paign in the seventh congressional district was 
opened today by Hon. Joel Branham. The 
courthouse was filled to overflowing, and tho 
judge’s appearance on the stand at noon was 
greeted by tumultuous applause. 

When quiet was restored Judge Branham 
began his adaress. He spoke earnestly—at 
times eloquently—on the issues of the day. 
He made many strong points, and was fre- 
quently interrupted by hearty applause. 

The judge spoke a little over an hour, and 
was listened to throughout with close atten- 
tion. 

He said the issues of the war were settled 
by the people and have been cheerfully acqui- 
esced in by all. No southern man now claims 
the right of a state to secede from the union 
or to re-establich slavery, nor would any south- 
erner take from the eclored man any political 
right guaranteed him ,by the constitution or 
laws of our country.

rhe clectiont3ir. Cleveland and the con- 
s¥yernment by the democratic 
party is the mé@st M@yportant of all issues today 
to the peoplé@ of the south. 

Since the war, Jin rpeanigge legislation and 
the decisions of republican courts have been 
unfriendly tothe south. The judge then re- 
viewed this subject in detail, reierring to the 
law creating supervisors of clections, the laws 
governing the removal of cases from state to 
federal courts, the prosecution of state oilicers 
onfacconnt of the manner of constiiuting juries 
and sustaining suits of private citizens against 
states, and the ‘‘force’’ bill 

The judge then discussed the questions re- 
lating to the silver currency and banking laws. 
He deubted the practicability of the free and 
unlimitited coinage of silver by the United 
States alone. The result, he thought, would 
be to draw all gold out of the country. He 
favoreda bi-metalic currency and the free 
coinage of silver upon a ratio to be fixed by 
the United States and other leading nations, 
and no unfayorable interference with the pres- 
ent coinage law. 

» He favored achange in the banking lawso as 
to allow loans on real estate, and the repeal 
of laws taxing the bills of state banks. 

On the tariff the judge began by stating the 
government’s account of receipts and expendi- 
tures, in this way reaching the surplus. How 
shall we get rid of that surplus? Over half 
the British revenue is raised by taxes on ligq- 
uor and tobacco. One hundred and eighteen 
million dollars of ourreyvenue are raised by 
our internal revenue system; $217,000,000 by 
cusiom duty. Of this sum, sugar yields $56,- 
000,000, iron $20,000,000, woel and its products 
$35,000,000, silk $15,000,000. Nine northern 
and western states pay $90,000,000 of the in- 
ternal revenue tax. Georgia pays about 
$300,000. The whisky tax yields about §70,- 
000,000. The cost of sugar in foreign countries 
is 24 cents per pound; here it retails at from 7 
to 10 cenis per pound. Now, as between 
whisky and sugar, the judge said he would 
first lower the price of sugar. However, the 
internal revenue system.is very objectionable 
and ought to be altogether abolished as soon as 
it can he done without injury to the interests 
of the people. Bui its abolition should not be 
made a pretext for refusing to reduce the 
tariff. The judge also discussed the question 
of wool and_ iron and favored the Mills bill, 
which abolishes nearly all of the tobacco tax 
and reduces the customs duties $50,000,000 or 
more. Hediscussed the subject of trusts in 
detail, condemning them and all monopolies 
in strong terms.

I THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


Capture the Richmond County 
Meeting. 


A Night of Riotous Enthusiasm—Two Meet- 
ings Held—Proceedings of Both of 
Them—Other Notes. 


Avcusta, Ga., July 3.—[Special.j|—The 
Richmond county mass meeting tonight to 
select delegates to the gubernatorial and sena- 
torial convention was the stormiest political 
meeting held in the county in many years, 
The usual custom has been to held mass meet- 
ings at twelve o'clock in the day. But,by some 
chance, this one was called for night. The 
Knights of Labor from the factory district took 
advantage of the change, and were down in 
numbers to capture the meeting. When the 
hour arrived for the meeting the factory ele- 
ment predominated in the crowd, and they 
were ready with their little slate, Just as soon 
as the programme opened, Mr. E. J. O’Conner 
was nominated for chairman. They im- 
mediately nominated Mr. Silas C. Reed, and 
overwhelmingty elected him. : 

Judge Claiborme Snead offered resolutions 
pledging Richmond county to the rotation 
system. Hie read, in connection, a list of 
delegates. Though aligned with that side of 
the meeting, the knights objected to his list 
and he withdrew it. The resolutions were 
then before the meeting without the delegates. 

J. H. Nehbeng made a speech, declaring 
that the registration law had disfranchiseeé the 
“poor pedple of the county, and they proposed 
to send delegates to the legislature and senate 
who would rightly represent them; that Mar- 
tin. V. Calvin and John Davidsom were to 
blame for the fiiquitous law. 

Captain W. B. Young, of the unterrified 
democracy, said he believed in doing justice 
to everybody. 

Davis, of the Knights of Labor, interrupt- 
iug: “If they had justice they’d be in the 
penitentiary.” [Yells of applause.] 

Mr. Young continued his defense of Senator 
Davidson, declaring that the bill was before 
the legislature for two terms. Never once was 
there a word or letser of cbjection from any 
constituent. 

Hon. J. Rt. Lamar gained the floor, and said 
he was there to take the full responsibility for 
the bill, and any condemnation that such re- 
sponsibility entailed. 

The knights yelled for the previous question. 
It is impossible to describe the scene that fol- 
lowed. The chairman and Mr. Lamar sprang 
upori the table, and for half an hour there was 
nothing but yells and shoutings, Lamar claim- 
ing to have the floor, and refusing to yield it, 
and the knights going ahead and passing their 
resolution and electing a ticket and adjourn- 
ment amid yells. They bore Chairman Silas 
Reed on their shoulders from the hall, and up 
Broad street, shouting and yelling and stop- 
ping at the street corners, and having. short 
harrangues from their leaders.

EpitTors Constitution: An article in the 
“Evening Journal” of last Saturday. conspicuously 
headed ‘‘Private Hospitals the Ctty Warden is Said 
to Run,’’. contains among other things the’ fol- 
lowing:! 

Dr. Powell produced a lengthy letter to the city 
warden, J. P. Lee, and the trustees put their-seal of 
approbation on the document. 

This letter is a genuine sensation, 

Jt was rumored that the city warden has been 
going to the hospital and talking to patients about 
poor accommodations, bad treaiment, etc., and that 
the warden has now some eight or ten private hos- 
pitals about town. Instead of sending patients ‘to 
the hospital, he hires nurses to take care of them:at 
private residences. 

Allof which the superintendent of the Ivy street 
hospital says in his leiter is notright, and he asks 
the warden to do the square thing. 

The letter will be signed, sealed and delivered 
this afternoon. 

For fear an unintertional injustice may be done our 
worthy gity warden and that our citizens not famil- 
iar with the facts might be led to believe he had 
gone beyond his legitimate duty, it may be due him 
to say that no “‘priyate hospitals’ are being run, 
but whenever he can make any poor unfortunate 
sick person comfortable at home or at the home of a 
friend by the expenditure of a less amount of 
money than is required at the Ivy Street Hospital. 
he has been-directed by the relief committee to do 
so, and if a nurse is needed he is directed to furnish 
one. He has also been instructed that it was his 
duty to make frequent visits tothe Ivy Street hos 
pital and to ascertain by all ‘proper means, 
the facts as to the condition of the numerous 
patients maintained there at the 
expense of the city. whether they were properly 
cared for, had proper food, ete., ete. All such in- 
structions being heartily indorsed by his honor, the 
mayor. I have no doubt the warden has tried faith- 
fully and conscientiously to discharge these duties, 
as I take great pleasure fn testifying he has every 
otber of his duties during the time Ll have been as- 
sociated with him. 

TI am quite certain that no fmpodrtant action has 
been taken by the city warden without consulting 
with and the approval of the chairman or’ some 
other member of the relief committee and usually 
the mayor as weli, and that any communication in- 
tended to produce a “‘seysation”’ ane in justice 
be addressed to some oné else than lhe\city warden.

HE WAS RELEASED. 


The Alleged #3igamist Given His

They have 
‘certainly had ample time to get here since 
the sending of the telegram to me Sun- 
day, which stated that the chief of police of 
Norfolk would get arequisition for Beerman 
and leave at once with the lady who claims to 


be his wife.’ 

Mr. Walter Brown, attorney for Beerman, 
was on hand last night when the train came 
in. It was his intention to sue out a writ of 
habeas corpus and go before Ordinary Calhoun 
last night, in case Chief Connolly had declined 
to give Beerman his liberty. 

Beerman appeared at the station about half 
past ten o’clock last night. He was under 
guard and accompanied by his wife and sister- 
in-law and a number of friends. He looked 
very pale and nervous and seemed frightened. 

Chief Connolly walked up to him and said: 

“Well, Beerman, the lady who claims to be 
your legal wife has come and is now up stairs 
in my office. Would you like to see her and 
have-a talk with her ?’’ 

Of course all this was simply said to see 
what effect it would have on Beerman. 

His. cheeks ‘grew paler and his manner 
showed great uneasiness as he faltered: 

“No, no. I do not wish tosee her. I have 
nothing tosay to her. I want nothing to do 
with her.’’ 

He brightened up immensely when the chief 
released him, and scemed to be in a happy 
frame of mind as he briskly walked away, fol- 
lowed by the ladies and his friends, all of whom 
had the unmistakable appearance of Russian 
Jews. 

; A Creditor’s Bill. 

Julius Gottlieb, who runs a store on Decatur 
street, filed a creditor’s. bill against R. Beer- 
man late yesterday afternoon in which he al- 
leged that the latter owed him $180. The bill 
asked for a receiver. At half-past seven‘o’clock 
last night Judge Richard H. Clark heard the 
bill and granted an order making 
Mr. Robert H. Sibley the receiver of 
Beerman’s assets. Beerman, it seems, has 
two stores—one at 152 Marietta, and the other 
at 165 Peters street.

HENRY R. JACKSON’S DEATH. 


He Passed Away Peacefully at I1 O’Clotk 
Last Night. 


At llo’clock last night young Henry R. 
Jackson died. His death was painless, and he 
passed away asif falling intoasleep. During 
the day he rallied several times, and the 
symptoms were so favorable as to give his fam- 
ily a faint hope that he-would triumph over 
his dread foe. But it was ordained that he 
should die, and not all the skill of physicians 
and the tenderest nursing could stay the hand 
of death. 

The fact that he lived four days and 
nights after four of the most skillful 
a of the city had given up all 

ope and declared that death was 
to be momentarily expected, was searcely less 
than a miracle. Early Saturday morning the 
pa sicians who had been managing the case 

eld a consultation and agreed that they had 
exhausted all means in thoir reach to save 
the young sufferer, They concurred in the 
opinion that he could not possibly live longer 
-than a few hours. Firmly persuaded of. the 
hopelessness of the case all the physicianssave 
Dr. Alexander left the house, saying that they 
had exhausted their resources and could do 
nothing else. Four hours passed and the 
young man still lived. His brother, Mr. Tom 
Cobb Jackson, resolved to call in a practi- 
tioner of another school and see if he could do 
anything in the dire extremity. He argued 
that nothing was to be lost and everything 
was to be- gained. At nine ociock 
Saturday morning Dr. Robertson, of the 
well-known} water cure _ establishment 
on Capitol avenue, was called in. 
At once he began a treatment radically differ- 
ent from that which the other doctors had 
tried. He resorted to the water cure, and it 
was not long before he obtained the happiest 
results. Young Jackson rallied under these 
applications, and showed signs of vitality 
which astonished those around him. He con- 
tinued to improve until his father and brother 
had hopes of his recovery. Sunday and Mon- 
day and yesterday he lost very little apparently 
if he gained nothing in strength. His vitality 
was at a very low ebb when Dr. Robertson 
began his treatment, and all that the doctor 
could do was to conquer the disease. This he 
anquesticnably did. Speaking of this Mr. 
Cobb Jackson said: ‘It is my conviction, the 
opinion. of my father and of all others who 
have been with Henry the past few days that if 
Dr. Robertson had been called in a few days 
earlier my brother would now be alive. We all 
believe that Dr. Robertson has accomplished 
almost @ miracle in thus prolonging his 
life for four days and nights after the 
ablest doctors of Atlanta had declared that it 
was inipossible for him to last more than a few 
hours. We believe Dr. Robertson is a genius, 
and ascribe te him wonderful skill. Of course 
the other physicians did all they could, too.’’ 

The news of young Henry Jackson’s death 
will carry sorrow into mary houscholds in 
Atlanta. He was a young man of ‘shining 
gifts. A handsome, bright, frank, noble boy 
—the joy of the family and the very ido) of his 
mother. Stricken down in the strength of his 
youth. His intellect was of a high order. He 
won high distinction in the schools of Atlanta, 
and led his class in Athens. He was about to 
begin preparations for entering Harvard next 
fall. tiad he lived until the 7th of this month 
he would have reached his sixteenth year. He 
was born ih Atlanta, and was named after his 
illustrious grandfather.

“Mr. Carmichael, of Coweta, opposed the resolu- 
tions. ‘We have local option now in nearly every 
county in the state. Better not letitgo. A state 
law might result in sending local option and every- 
thing else “to the bottom.” Better cling to the 
local option oak than to risk all in waking up the 
state law prohibition lion. Adam and Eve had lo- 
caloption in the garden of Eden. They could go 
out or stay in. For heaven's sake, don’t let us 
tinker with a state law, or risk sinking all tothe 
very bottom. As for local option Ihave walked it 
out, talked it out, lived it out, and I propose to die 
it out. I’ve got little enough sense sober, but, thank 
God, I've got sense enough to sce that local option 
is the best we can do,” 

Dr. Hawthorne said: *‘We had hoped fhat the 
resolutions would be harmoniousiy considered. 
They are not intended to hurt anybody—not even 
the third party. I ‘would be the last man in 
Georgia io say anything unkind about Sam Small, 
my distinguished and deyoted friend. He deserves 
the heartfelt sympathy and support of every true 
man forthe noble s:ruggle which he has made in 
bringing himself out of the depths. Sam Smal! de- 
serves to be crowned, and crowned with the dia- 
dem of Christ who redeemed him.” 

“We co not propose to commit ourselves to the 
third party movement. We simply propose to let it 
alone. We would lose much by organizing into a 
separate party. It is best to keep this great moral 
issue, before the people, in order that men of'all 
parties may see the evil and come to our support. 
Two-thirds of the voting population of Georgia 
favor prohibition, and I thank God that every vir: 
tuous woman on Georgia soil is a prohibitionist!” 
(Dr. Hawthorne rose to a question of privilege later 
in the session and modified the above remurk by 
saying: “I meant this—All virtue-loying women 
are opposed to the whisky curse.’’] 

Mr. W. J. Northen, speaking to the resolution, 
eaid: “Local option has served Georgia grandly,and 
I think that we had better let local option alone.” 
Mr. Godfrey, of Stewart, asked: “Isit the inten- 
tion to ask the legislature for a state prohibition 
law? If sol cannot vote.” 

Dr. Hawthorne: ‘‘The resolutions commit us to 
the principie that the legislature has the right to 
enact a state law.”’ 

Mr. Walker, of Walton: ‘‘I regret tobe compelled 
to oppose the resolution. Local option, I think, is 
the best thing for the prohibitionisis. If they at- 
tempt to pass a state Jaw they will commit the big- 
gest blunder ever committed by sensible men.”’ 
Judge Hammond said: ‘There seems to be a mis- 
apprehension in the minds of the opponents of the 
resolutions. Their objectis unquestionably a state 
prohibition law by legislation. Iam the author of 
the resolutions, and to make their object perfectly 
patent I move to amend by inserting after the last 
line in the last resolution the words ‘by a state pro- 
hibitory law.’ It will then read: 

‘**All present a solid front for the accomplishment 
of this object by a state prohibitory law.’ 

“That makes it plain that the resolutions call for 
a state law.”’ 

After some further discussion Mr. Hammond’s | 
amendment was adopted, and on a call for the pre- 
vious question the resolutions were adopted, though 
a number of the delegates voted against them. 
Continuing, Colonel Rice said: ‘THE Con-

To a CONSTITUTION reporter Judge Ham- 
mond said : 

‘“‘T am in favor of a general state law against 
barrooms, as set out in my interview in the 
Journal. I think the reasons for making a 
united effort to pass such a law are very strong. 
It is admitted by all good men that the bar- 
room is not only an evil, but is pre-eminently 
the great évil of the liquor traffic. I believe 
the abolition of them by a general state law 
would go far toward solving the whole question 
of the liquor traffic. Suppose, for instance, 
that every barroom in the United States was 
closed permanently bya general law. It would 
not be long before the wholesale trade would 
dwindle into insignificance, because the dealers 
could not find any market for their wares. It 
is safe to say that the actual consumption of 
jiquor throughout the country is tenfold 
greater wfth an open barin all of our cities 
than it would be if none was allowed to be 
sold to be drank on the premises. The great 
bulk of the drinkingis done by those who 
frequent barrooms. Every merchant knows 
that he can very greatly increase his business 
by so bringing it before the people as réally to 
create a demand for his goods. There are 
many thing we want when we see them, which 
otherwise we would never have thought of. 
No man understands this principle better than 
the saloon-keeper. Itisthesupplying of the 
want which he himself creates that makes him 
rich.” 

“What would you do with the wholesale 
trade?’ 

“T would leave everything to local option 
except barrcoms.

It had the merit, however, of being perfectiy 
clean, the result of a careful and studied effort 
to leave it in the natural state, with nothing 
to show that it was a second-hand treasure- 
box. This may have been done for the benefit 
of a depositor to whom Mr. Nelson very 
thouc¢htfully mailed a mortgage on the safe. 
The mortgage was dated last Friday, and had 
been attested by Mr. Wm. M. Scott. The 
gentleman to whom it was sent hada few hun- 
dred deposited in the North Side Savings 
bank and as he had always treated the banker 
in a friendly manner Mr. Nelson 

DID NOT- FORGET HIM 
at a time when ordinary men would have been 
above trifles of this kind. Mr. Nelson was a 
pect liar man. The envelope coritaining this 
mortgage was postmarked in the same manner 
as that containing Mr. Anderson’s mortgage, 
and gives no clue to Nelson’s whereabouts. 

Another atiachment for $4,000 against the 
available property of Nelson was filed by the 
Atlanta National bank, yesterday morning. 

OTHER ATTACHMENTS 
will probably be made, but the property that is 
liable for Nelson’s debts is of small value, and 
will but slightly reduce the loss. 

The bankers who had known Mr. Nelson 
during his business career in Atlanta were 
comparing notes yesterday, and many little 
reminiscgnees were brought out and discussed. 
It was yonerally agreed that he had done very 
much exchange business recently, with a 
view of

for his final coup. The buying and selling 
New York exchange, in the manner practiced 
by Mr. Nelson, can be carried on with a very 
limited capital, and Mr. Nelson probably took 
advaniage of this to create the impression that 
he was doing a large business and had ample 
resources.

A Bill Which Makes Some Racy 
Disclosures. 


A Prominent Physician the Defendant in a 
Sensational Suit—What the Bill Sets 
Forth—Judge Clark’s Order. 


Mr. John A. Wimpy filed yesterday morn- 
ing in the ofticeof the clerk of the superior 
court a bill for relief in behalf of Amanda M. 
Parker and against George W. Marvin. 

The bill makes some highly sensational dis- 
closures. It begins by asking the court to ap- 
point a receiver to take charge of city property 
to the value of avout $135,000, and to author- 
ize the ejectment of the present holder of this 
property, Dr. George W. Marvin. 

The bill§ alleges that John R. Pitts was 
the first owner of this property; that 
when he died he left it to his wife, who was 
his only heir. She afterward was married to 
P. M. Parks, with whom she lived for several 
years. A separation resulted, and Parks went 
to Florida. There was no divorce. 

‘Phe bill continues: ‘In the year 1873 George 
W. Marvin, the defendant, came to Atlanta 
and made great eS to being a cele- 
brated doctor, and advertised largely in Tur 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION and other papers in 
the state of Georgia, professing to cure all 
kinds of diseases to which humanity is heir, 
when in truth and in fact he was nothing but 
a fraud and a quack; that he never read medi- 
cine, nor did he ever graduate at any medical 
college.”’ 

The bill gives a minnte history of the de- 
fendant, stating that he was born near ‘St. 
Charles, county Cane, Illinois. He e:rned 
the harness trade, and before the war married 
Lucinda Tyler. Hethen moved to Franklin 


harness maker until the close of the war. 
With his wife he moved to Chicago and there 
kept a very improper. resort, which 
caused his wife to leave him. He then mar- 
ried Miss Annie Blakely, whois still his law- 
ful wife, living in Illinois. He moved from 
Chicago to Omaha, and there set up as a great 
physician. While here it was alleged thata 
lady died under his treatment, for which he 
was arrested, tried, convicted and sentenced, 
but did nct serve out his sentence. These 
statements, the bill says, were obtained by 
letters written by responsible persons. 

The bill continues: ‘‘In 1875, while making 
false pretenses, Dr, Marvin opened an elegant 
office in Atlanta. While thus figuring before 
the people, he gained the contidence of Mrs. 
Georgia A. Parks, who had never been di- 
vorced from her husband, and with her he 
lived as his wife until her death a short time 
ago. She was.a weak woman, and the said 
George W. Marviu managed to defraud her 
out of the Broad street property. He 
represented to her, to carry out his 
designs, that he was divorced from his former 
wife, and that he had also secured a legal! sepa- 
ration for her from her former husband, Pleas- 


had her sister, Georgia A. Parks, in constant 
fear, and by threats of bodily harm made her 
do as he wished with the property, and to this 
end would not allow Mrs. Parker to visit 
her sister. nor to communicate with 
her up to the time of ber death.
